In the early twenties of this century 
Mr. Cla y wa s appointed by the legisla ­ 
ture of Kentucky a commissioner to 
Virginia to ask of that state that a com ­ 
mission be appointed to make a definite 
line of demarcation between the tw o 
states. Upon his arrival in Richmond ho 
wa s received with gr« *at courtesy by its 
most distinguished eitiz« *ns. 
Ho said 
that his profession, politics and affairs 
of gov« *rnment had occupied his time so 
exclusively that he wa s aware of know­ 
ing little of p« )lite litertaure or the fa ­ 
vorite publications of the day . 
This 
prompted him 
to ask an old friend 
whom he knew to be a literary man to 
select some lines to introduce when a« l- 
dressing the l« *gislature as a quotation 
expressive of his feelings to the state of 
Virginia as his birthplace. 
His friend 
suggested a stanza from Scott’s “ Lay 
of the Last M instrel,” which he high­ 
ly approved and memorized. 
Th« * day appointed for his address 
found the galleries, ha lls and every 
a va ila ble space crowded with eager, ex ­ 
pectant auditors, and many bea utiful 
women in bright attire gave brillia ncy 
to the scene. 
He held tJie attention of 
his a udience with entire success until 
he cam« * to the purt where he meant to 
introduce the (pmtation. Then his m em ­ 
ory fail« *« ! linn. The shock wa s appalling 
for a moment. 
He stood rigid and pale 
before a thousand wa tchful ey es, in his 
mind only a blank, before him a turbu­ 
lent sea of upturned faces.

In consu lting w ith a leading decora­ 
tor on th e su bject, h e said : “ I11 th e first 
place, if m ay be su ggested th at it is not 
desirable t«> pu t oil paintings in th e 
same room w ith engravings or draw 
ings in w ater colors, crayons or oth er 
like m aterials. 
It is often done, fre 
qu e n tlya s a m atter of necessity, bu t we 
consider it, from a point of artistic 
taste, a mistake. 
“ Again, th ere sh ou ld be a certain 
classification of su bjects in th e pictu res 
ornam enting tin walls, as inattention 
to th is is occasionally lu dicrou s. I recall 
one instance wh ere th ere was a print of 
R u bens’ ‘Descent From th e Cross,’ and, 
h anging on eith er side of it, engravings 
of W ilkie’s ‘V illage F e stiva l’ and Meis- 
sonier’s ‘Cavalry C h arg e.’
